CUBA’S GREAT DAY. 


Gomez’ Triumphal Entry to Havana 
—Celebration of Anniversary of 
Start of Revolution. 


Havana, Feb. 25.—Four years ago Fri- 


day the revolution in Cuba which has 
just ended in the disappearance of 
Spanish rule from this island broke 
out, and Friday was a general holiday. 
Triumphal arches had been erected in 
the different quarters of the city, bear- 
ing patriotic inscriptions, rockets were 
sent into the air, bands played and 
Gen. Ludlow, governor of Havana, gave 
permission to the Cubans to bring 500 
of their troops into the city with Gen. 
Maximo Gomez, who had selected this 
day for his triumphal cary into the 
Cuban capital. 

Gen. Ludlow also d Gen. Go- 
mez with military honors, and Gen. 


Brooke desires to show the Cuban com- 


mander every attention. 

Havana, Feb. 25.—Gen. Maximo Go- 
mez, the Cuban commander in chief, en- 
tered Havana. Friday afternoon, escort- 
ed by Gen. Ludlow and his staff and 
troop L, of the Seventh United States 
cavalry. He marched ab the head of 
2,000 armed Cubanı horsemen and foot- 
men. The population of the city was 
wild with enthusiasm, throwing them- 
selves in front of the general’s horse, 
impeding its progress, and pelting him 
with flowers. Thegeneral reviewed the 
troops at the palace. 

Gen. Gomez arrived on the edge of 
the town from Marianao at 12:30 p. m., 
and escorted by the Second Illinois 
band and three battalions. These bat- 
talions then returned to their camp, 
and did not enter the city. The festivi- 
ties in honor of the fourth anniversary 
of the beginning of the Cuban struggle 
for independence were most spon- 
taneous and wildly enthusiastic. Ha- 
vana had never seen anything like it 
before. The whole town was decorated, 
and the streets were packed with a 
crowd twice as large as that which 
turned out at the Garcia funeral. 

At half-past 12 Friday afternoon Gen. 
Gomez left Cerro, the suburb from 
which the march was to be made. As 
‘Gen. Gomez passed the crowd went 
wild with vivas, hats were flung in the 
air and women showered flowers on 
all sides. He bowed and raised his hat 
incessantly, as the crowds struggled to 


get near his horse and clung to the ani- 


mal’s sides as long as possible. The 
procession stopped frequently, event- 
ually filing into the main streets of the 
city, passing Central park and arriving 
at the palace at half-past two. Once 
at the palace, the Cuban commander in 
chief was welcomed by Senor Federico 
Mora, the civil governor; Mayor Per- 
fecto Lacosse, the members of the city 
council, the junta patriotica, the mem- 
bers of the assembly, the officials of all 
classes and numerous patriotic clubs. 
Following the procession. were many 


private carriages, filled with women 


representing the best society, some al- 
legorically dressed and others waving 
flags. The Cuban. bands played the Cu- 
ban national hymn, varying this with 
“Dixie,” “The Star Spangled Banner,” 


“The Stars and Stripes Forever,” and 


popular American marches. There 
were many allegorical floats expressing 
the friendship between Cuba and the 
United States. No fewer than 25,000 
people were in line, requiring three 
hours to pass a given, point.

Impugns the Motives and Questions

briefly stated to`the house that Mr. 
Johnson’s constituents had repudiated 
him and the two members had a wordy 
duel. Later in the day Mr. Marsh (rep., 

Ill.) replied to some of Mr. Johnson’s 

strictures, but the republican leaders 
had evidently decided to ignore the at- 
tacks of the Indianian and no genera] 
reply was made to his speech. The 
army appr opriation bill was lost sight 
of in the general discussion of the poli- 
cy of the government relative to the 
Philippines, and several notable 
speeches were made, particularly that 
of Mr. Settle (dem., Ky.). The genera] 
debate upon the bill closed Friday, and 
to-day the bill will be taken up for 
amendment under the five- minute rule. 

Senate. 

Washington, Feb, 25.—After a ses- 
sion of nearly eight hours Friday the 
senate at 6:30: o’clock passed the river 
and harbor bill by the decisive vote of 
50 to 3. The measure was under con. 
sideration throughout the day, and on 
several of the committee amendments 
a determined fight was made, but in 
every instance the opposition availed 
nothing. The sharpest contest arose 
over the Nicaraguan canal bill amend- 
ment. A point of order was made 
against it that it was general legisla- 
tion. but the senate, to which the vice- 
president submitted the point, over- 
ruled it. It was then attacked as not 
being relevant to a river and harbor 
measure, but. this, too, was overruled 
by the = senate. Senators Pettigrew 
(silver rep., S. D.), Rawlins (dem., 
Utah) and Teller (silver rep., Col.) vig- 
orously attacked the bill, their opposi- 
tion being directed especially against 
the canal “ameridmient. The statement 
was made that the measure would 
never see the light of day in the house 
and that the canal would not be built 
under the proposition inserted in the 
bill. During the afternoon Senator 
Sewell (N.J. J delivered a speech in sup- 
port of the Hull-Hawley army reorgan- 
ization bill, in the course of which he 
declared the United States was now as 
much at war in the Philippines as it 
was with Spain when our army was be- 
fore Santiago. He expressed the belief 
that it would require an army of 50,000 
men to control] the Filipinos and that 
we were likely yet to have serious 
trouble in Cuba. 

Compromise Army Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 25.—The senate 
committee on military affairs reported 
the compromise army reorganization 
bill just before adjournment of the sen- 
ate at 6:30 p. m.

REPLIES TO MILES. 


Former Commissary General Eagan | 


Testifies Before Court of Inquiry 
Concerning: Beef Charges. 


_ Washington, Feb. 25.—After a session 
of little more than two hours the court 
of inquiry investigating the beef 
charges adjourned until Monday, pend- 
ing the arrival of witnesses who have 
been summoned. Former Commissary 
General Eagan on Friday concluded his 
testimony explaining the provisions of 
contracts for beef supplies to the 
armies in Porto Rico, Cuba and the 
Philippines. He very vigorously denied 
any knowledge of any chemical treat- 
‘ment of beef. to preserve it and disa- 
yowed any connection whatever of the 
government with any such treatment. 
He further defended the canned roast 
beef, explaining why it had been sent 
to the troops, and when Col. Davis, the 
recorder, asked him if any food had 
been used as an experiment, or pre- 
tense of experiment, suggesting Gen. 


Miles’ famous allegation. that precipi-- 


tated the Eagan court-martial, the 
former commissary general with great 
dignity and emphasis replied sweeping- 
iy in the negative. 

Gen. Bapan was followed by Maj. 
Gen. S. B. M. Young and other officers 
who were in the Santiago campaign. 
and by officers of the subsistence de- 
partment. The refrigerated beef was 
commended, while the canned roast 
beef, on the whole, rather suffered asa 
sequence to the day’s testimony. 

Next week probably 15 witnesses will 
be heard, among them, perhaps, Gov. 
Roosevelt, of New York, and it is ex- 


pected that Dr. W. H. Daly will be ex- 


amined later in the week when the beef 
concerns will have their representatives 
here to hear the witness repeat charges 
that the refrigerated beef was treated 
chemically. The beef concerns had not 
been notified Friday when to appear, 
Col. Davis saying it had not developed 
fully from the evidence who furnished 
the beef at Jacksonville, Tampa, Chick- 
amauga and Porto Rico, which was at- 
tacked, and until the origin of the beef 
was ascertained notification to the beef 
concerns would be impossible. Some 
time next week, according to present 
expectations, the court will leave for 
the west, going first to Chicago, to in- 


spect the plants of the concerns that 


furnished beef during the warand later 
to Omaha, Kansas City, and perhaps St. 
Louis. 


AN EGG FAMINE. 


Price of Eggs Goes Way Up—Sixty 
Cents Asked in Indianapolis— 
Pittsburgh Market Cornered. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Feb. 25.—An egg 
famine is on in this city. The retail 
price Friday was 60 cents, and the 


‘wholesalers were holding at 55 cents. 


The retailers hesitate to meet this 
price and are hopeful that. shipments 
from southern Indiana will soon bring 
the price down. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 25.—There isa 
famine in eggs here and prices have 
advanced from 21 to 40 cents a dozen. 
Last week H. D. Miller, of Philo, Mus- 
kingum county, O., arrived in Pitts- 
burgh and quietly started in to buy 
eggs. In a few days he had secured 
1,000 cases, or 30,000 dozen, and now 
has the market cornered. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 25.—Eggs are 
selling in Des Moines at from 35 to 60 
cents per dozen, and most of these came 
from Chicago. No eggs are coming in 
from the country, and the packed ones 
are all gone in anticipation of a plenti- 
ful supply of fresh ones. 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 25,.—The egg 
famine has reached this city and the re- 
tail price Friday reached 50 cents per 
dozen. Many grocers were unable to 
obtain even a small supply and would- 
be purchasers in many cases were un- 
able to get their orders filled. Atsome 
of the restaurants eggs have been 
erased from the bill of fare. Commis- 
sion dealers express the belief that 
there would be no adequate supply for 
a week or ten days at least,

WANTS THE OREGON. 


Admiral Dewey Sends for the Fa- 
mous Battleship. 


SPECULATIONS AS TO HIS REASONS, 


Cabinet Officials Say Too Much Im- 
portance Must Not Be Attached 
to the Incident—Filipinos 
Are Still Active. 


Washington, Feb. 25.—The following 
dispatch has been received at the 
navy department: 

“Manila, Feb. 24.—For political reasons, 


the Oregon should be sent here at once. 
(Signed) “DEWEY.” 


The i eee from Admiral Dewey 
asking for the Oregon was received 


| with surprise by the officials here. No 


one knew, or least would admit that 
he knew, the nature of the political 
reasons which the admiral says demand 
the immediate presence of the peerless 
battleship. The cablegram was taken 
to the cabinet board and fully discussed 
there. There is an underlying doubt 
whether or not the admiral may not be 
keenly sighting a gathering cloud in 
the east, and is looking to the preven- 
tion of any possible intervention or in- 
terference by European powers in the 
struggle now in progress in the neigh- 
borhood of Manila. 

The cabinet gave some attention to 
Dewey’s cable message relative to the 
political importance of sending the 
Oregon at once to Manila. The con- 
clusion reached was that too much im- 
portance should not be attached to it— 
that Dewey wants the big ship to influ- 
ence the Filipinos through fear. Sec- 
retary Long said when asked for an ex- 
planation of the reference to political 
reasons in the dispatch: “I am sure 
thatithas no international significance, 
You may state that positively. Prob- 
ably he wants a fine ship there as the 
American commissioners are about 
due, and it will give weight to the 
American representations.” 

It is suggested from other naval 


sources that Dewey wants the Oregon. 


to release a number of smaller ships 
of the fleet for other work. He has 
been planning a tour among the other 
islands than. Luzon, with the purpose 
of establishing the authority of the 
United States among them. It is also 
necessary to establish a close blockade 
to prevent the insurgents from receiv- 
ing supplies. These projects require 
for their execution a number of ships 
Dewey cannot spare them at present, 
but when the Oregon gets into Manila 
harhor she will be sufficiently for- 
midable to insure the protection of the 
entire harbor in conjunction with the 
two big double-turreted monitors, 
Monterey and Monadnock.

Gen. Gomez arrived on the edge of 
the town from Marianao at 12:30 p. m., 
and escorted by the Second Illinois 
band and three battalions. These bat- 
talions then returned to their camp, 
and did not enter the city. The festivi- 
ties in honor of the fourth anniversary 
of the beginning of the Cuban struggle 
for independence. were most spon- 


taneous and wildly enthusiastic. Ha- 


vana had never seen anything like it 
before. The whole town was decorated, 
and the streets were packed with a 
crowd twice as large as that which 
turned out at the Garcia funeral. 

At half-past 12 Friday afternoon Gen. 
Gomez left Cerro, the suburb from 
which the march was to be made. As 


‘Gen. Gomez passed the crowd went 
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wild with vivas, hats were flung in the 
air and women showered flowers on 
all sides. He bowed and raised his hat 
incessantly, as the crowds struggled to 


get near his horse and clung to the ani- 


mal’s sides as long as possible. The 
procession stopped frequently, event- 
ually filing into the main streets of the 
city, passing Central park and arriving 
at the palace at half-past two. Once 
at the palace, the Cuban commander in 
chief was welcomed by Senor Federico 
Mora, the civil governor; Mayor Per- 
fecto Lacosse, the members of the city 
council, the junta patriotica, the mem- 
bers of the assembly, the officials of all 
classes and numerous patriotic clubs. 

Following the procession. were many 
private carriages, filled with women 
representing the best society, some al- 
legorically dressed and others waving 
flags. The Cuban bands play ed the Cu- 
ban national hymn, varying this with 
“Dixie,” “The Star Spangled Banner,” 
“The Stars and Stripes Forever,” and 
popular American marches. There 
were many allegorical floats expressing 
the friendship between Cuba and the 
United States. No fewer than 25,000 
people were in line, requiring three 
hours to pass a given, point. 


" Mustered Out. 

Louisville, Ky., Feb. 25.—The First 
Kentucky regiment, U. S. V., was mus- 
tered out of service here Friday. About 
$116,000 was distributed among the sol- 
diers. The average received by the men 
was, for officers from $400 to $600 each, 
and for privates about $80. The regi- 
ment has been in the service since the 
13th of last May. 


Puddlers Get a Raise. 
Reading, Pa., Feb. 25.—The Brook 
Iron company has posted notice at Tis 
works at Birdsboro of an increase of 
25 cents a ton in the wages of puddlers, 
to go into effect April 1. The new rate 
will be $2.50 a ton.

Although his uttterances were far more 
sensational than those in his former 
speech and dazed some of his auditors 
by the impetuosity with which they 
were delivered, the speech did not raise 
about him the storm of his former 
speeches. Mr. Landis, one of his re- 
publican colleagues from Indiana, 
briefly stated to*the house that Mr. 
Johnson’s constituents had repudiated 
him and the two members had a wordy 
duel. Later in the day Mr. Marsh (rep., 
Ill.) replied to some of Mr. Johnson’s 
strictures, but the republican leaders 
had evidently decided to ignore the at- 
tacks of the Indianian and no general 
reply was made to his speech. The 
army appropriation bill was lost sight 
of in the general discussion of the poli- 
ey of the government relative to the 
Philippines, and several- notable 
speeches were made, particularly that 
of Mr. Settle (dem., Ky.). The genera] 
debate upon the bill closed Friday, and 
to-day the bill will be taken up for 
amendment under the five- minute rule. 
Senate. 

Washington, Feb, 25—After a ses 
sion of nearly eight hours Friday the 
senate at 6:30: o’clock passed the river 
and harbor bill by the decisive vote of 
50 to 3. The measure was under con. 
sideration throughout the day, and on 
several of the committee amendments 
a determined fight was made, but in 
every instance the opposition availed 
nothing. The sharpest contest arose 
over the Nicaraguan canal bill amend- 
ment. A point of order was made 
against it that it was general legisla- 
tion. but the senate, to which the vice- 
president submitted the point, over- 
ruled it. It was then attacked as not 
being relevant to a river and harbor 
measure, but this, too, was overruled 
by the senate. Senators Pettigrew 
(silver rep., S. D.), Rawlins (dem.. 
Utah) and Teller (silver rep., Col.) vig- 
orously attacked the bill, their opposi- 
tion being directed especially against 
the canal amendment. The statement 
was made that the measure would 
never see the light of day in the house 
and that the canal would not be built 
under the proposition inserted in the 
bill. During the afternoon Senator 
Sewell (N. J.) delivered a speech in sup- 
port of the Hull-Hawley army reorgan- 
ization bill, in the course of aitek he 
declared the United States was now as 
much at war in the Philippines as it 
was with Spain when our army was be- 
fore Santiago. He expressed the belief 
that it would require an army of 50,000 
men to control the Filipinos and that 
we were likely yet to have serious 
trouble in Cuba, 


Compromise Army Bill. 


Washington, Feb. 25.—The senate 
committee on military affairs reported 
the compromise army reorganization 
bill just before adjournment of the sen- 
ate at 6:30 p. m. The bill had been 
framed at the war department Thurs- 
day night by the officials of that depart- 
ment anda number of senators, and was 
under consideration by the senate com- 
mittee and its sub-committee during 
the greater partoftheday. The formu- 
lation of the compromise was placed in 
the hands of Senators Hawley anid Car- 
ter, of the military committee, on be- 
half of the republicans, and Senator 
Cockrell in the interest of the demo- 
crats. The sub-committee had it in 
charge until 4:30 0’clock, when the full 
committee met. The committee made 
a number of changes, and after a sit- 
ting of two hours, reported the bill to 
the senate. The bill as reported dif- 
fers in many details from the bill read 
in the house by Mr. Hull, but the gen- 
eral framework is the same. In the 
new bill one section covers the entire 
increase of the army, and it reads as 
follows: 


‘That to meet the present exigencies of 
the military service the president is hereby 
authorized to maintain the regular army 
at a strength of not exceeding 65,000 enlisted 
men, to be distributed amongst the several 
branches of the service, according to the 
needs of each, and raise a force of not more 
than 35,000 volunteer infantry, as he may 
determine, from the country at large, under 
general law, or from the localities where 
their services may be required without re- 
gard to citizenship or educational qualifi- 
cations, and to form the same into not more 
than 30 regiments organized as infantry 
regiments of war strength in the regular 
army. 

“Provided, that such increase in the reg- 
ular and volunteer force shall continue in 
service only during the necessity therefor, 
and not later than July 1, 1901.” 

Section one provides that the regular 
army “shall consist of three major gener- 
als, six brigadier generals, ten regiments 
of cavalry, seven regiments of artillery, 25 
regiments of infantry.” In the cavalry or- 
ganization each regiment consists of 12 
troops, organized into three squadrons of 
four troops each. The artillery regiments 
are fixed at 14 batteries, of which two may 
be organized as field artillery. The infan- 
try regiments are fixed at 12 companies, or- 
ganized into the three-battalion formation.

The beef concerns had not 
been notified Friday when to appear, 
Col. Davis saying it had hot developed 
fully from the evidence who furnished 
the beef at Jacksonville, Tampa, Chick- 
amauga and Porto Rico, which was at- 
tacked, and until the origin of the beef 
was ascertained notification to the beef 
concerns would be impossible. Some 
time next week, according to present 
expectations, the court will leave for 
the west, going first to Chicago, to in- 


spect the plants of the concerns that 


furnished beef during the war and later 
to Omaha, Kansas City, and perhaps St. 
Louis. 


AN EGG FAMINE. 


Price of Eggs Goes Way Up—Sixty 
Cents Asked in Indianapolis— 
Pittsburgh Market Cornered. 


Indianapolis, Ind. Feb. 25,—An egg 
famine is on in this city. The retail 
price Friday was 60 cents, and the 


‘wholesalers were holding at 55 cents. 


The retailers hesitate to meet this 
price and are hopeful that. shipments 
from southern Indiana will soon bring 
the price down. 

Pittsburgh, Pa., Feb. 25.—There isa 
famine in eggs here and’ prices have 
advanced from 21 to 40 cents a dozen. 
Last week H. D. Miller, of Philo, Mus- 
kingum county, O., arrived in Pitts- 
burgh and quietly started in to buy 
eggs. In a few days he had secured 
1,000 cases, or 30,000 dozen, and now 
has the market cornered. 

Des Moines, Ia., Feb. 25.—Eggs are 
selling in Des Moines at from 35 to 60 
cents per dozen, and most of these came 
from Chicago. No eggs are coming in 
from the country, and the packed. ones 
are all gone in anticipation of a plenti- 
ful supply of fresh ones. 

Cleveland, O., Feb. 25.—The egg 
famine has reached this city and the re- 
tail price Friday reached 50 cents per 
dozen. Many grocers were unable to 
obtain even a small supply and would- 
be purchasers in many cases were un- 
able to get their orders filled. Atsome 
of the restaurants eggs have been 
erased from the bill of fare. Commis- 
sion dealers express the belief that 
there would be no adequate supply for 
a week or ten days at least. 


Fear for Their Safety. 


Cleveland, O., Feb. 25.—Five men are 
imprisoned in a temporary water- 
works crib several miles out in Lake 
Erie, and there is much apprehension 
felt for their safety. Enormous piles 
of ice cover the crib, almost hiding it 
from view. No communication has 


been had with the men for several days, 


and itis known their supply of pro- 
visions is short. Attempts to reach the 
crib with a tug have proven unsuccess- 
ful. The last supply of food was taken 
to the crib three weeks ago. It is 
feared the temporary structure will 
collapse under the tons of ice piled 
upon it.

He has 
been planning a tour among the other 
islands than. Luzon, with the purpose 
of establishing the authority of the 
United States among them. It is also 
necessary to establish a close blockade 
to prevent the insurgents from receiv- 
ing supplies. These projects require 
for their execution a number of ships 
Dewey cannot spare them at. present, 
but when the Oregon gets into Manila 
harhor she will be sufficiently for- 
midable to insure the protection of the 
entire harbor in conjunction with the 
two big double-turreted monitors, 
Monterey and Monadnock. ‘The re- 
mainder of the fleet will be free to 
carry out the projects. While these 
three armored ships are lying in Ma- 
nila bay there is no fear that any force 
can enter or pass out eee their 
consent. 
Will Reach Manila March 10. 

Washington, Feb. 25.—The navy de- 
partment expects the Oregon to arrive 
at Manila about March 10. As ihe 
transports are ahead of schedule time, 
it thinks Gen. Otis within a week will 
have reenforcements of 2,500 men. 

Otis Reports the Battle. 

Washington, Feb. 25.—Gen. Otis Fri- 
day cabled the war department as fol- 
lows: 

“Manila, Feb. 24.—Scandia arrived last 


i night. On nights 21st and 22nd, and yester- 


day morning, insurgent troops gained ac- 
cess to outskirts of city behind our lines. 
Many in hiding and about 1,000 entrenched 
themselves. Completely routed Yesterday 
with loss of killed and wounded about 500 
and 200 prisoners. Our loss very slight. 
City quiet, confidence restored, business 
progressing. l 

(Signed) OTIS” 
Rebels Still Active. 

Manila, Feb. 25.—The enemy’s sharp- 
shooters were particularly active about 
Caloocan Friday. Special attention was 
paid to the three-gun battery near the 
railroad, and the improvement of the 
rebel marksmanship was very notice- 
able. The rebels fired volleys at the 
battery, their bullets frequently skim- 
ming the tops of the sand bags. A 
lieutenant of the Twentieth Kansas 
vclunteers and three other men were 
slightly wounded. A man was killed 
in the trenches Friday. 

The rebel battery has not been used 
since a shell from the United States 
double-turreted monitor Monadnock 
exploded over it Thursday. 

The enemy’s fire was so hot during 
the night in the vicinity of the Hig- 
gins house that the headquarters was 
removed to a church 400 yards inside 
the line. 

City of Manila Quiet. 

Manila, Feb. 25.—Owing to the whole- 
sale arrests of all suspected Filipinos 
Thursday, and the clearances of the 
streets at--seven o’clock at night, the 
threatened renewal of the scenes of 
the previous night did not oceur. With 
the exception of a few shots fired in 
the neighborhood of the penitentiary, 
the city was as quiet as possible. 

Outside Manila the rebels were very 
active. Near Caloocan the brigade com- 
manded by Gen. Harrison Gray Otis 
had several lively skirmishes with the 
rebels, but at daylight the enemy was 
driven back with severe loss. 

The feeling in this city was much 
improved Friday and business generally 
had been resumed. Excellent. order is 
maintained by Gen. Hughes’ police 
force, which is universally commended.

The Michigan Central Depot Office 


IF THAT PERNICIOUS BILL WHICH SENATOR WARD 


HAS INTRODUCED BECOMES A LAW. : 


A Letter Supposed to Be Written a Year From Now, Tells of Most Prob- 
able Instances Which Will Occur and by Which the Taxpayers — 


Unless YOU go to the court house 
Monday evening and register a vote 
against the pernicious and metropolitan 
extravagant ‘‘one-justice-and-he-a-law- 
yer” bill which Senator Ward has jntro- 
duced in the legislature, there may be 
enough present to pass a vote to instruct 
him to proceed and get it passed. 

The following letter shows what may 
happen under the new ’99 model of jus- 
tice and jury system built to the spec- 
jal order for Ann Arbor: 

Ann Arbor, Mich., Feb. 1st, 1900. 
Mr. Thomas Jones, Marquette, Mich. 

Dear Sir: Your inquiry about the 
“One-Justice and Jury System” in 
Ann ‘Arbor, received. Perhaps I can 
best answer the same by simply stating 


the matters transacted in the ‘court so: 


far from: time to time. 

The act took effect on Aug. 3rd, 1899. 
‘During August there were juries de- 
manded in two cases, one between two 
Northfield farmers, and one between 
two Pittsfield parties. Court opened on 
September 4th. ‘There were present 
the justice, two policeman, the fourteen 
jurors, the litigants and their attorneys, 
and a number of visitors,—a great crush 
of people to see the new Court. The 
Northfield case seemed to be in course 
of settlement, and the parties adjourned 
the case until the next term. In the 
other case the jury was waived, and the 
fees of $6.00 demanded back and re- 
turned by the Court, and the parties 
then announced that the matter had 
been settled out of Court. 

The City paid the jurors $28. 00, and 
the justice put in a bill for $1.50 for 
drawing the jury, which after some 
haggling the City Council paid as 
saggling the City Council, paid as the 
the same is paid for the same services in 
ease of Circuit Court Jurors. Of course 
the City received NOTHING. 


During September there were three 
juries demanded, so that there were 
four cases on the October term of Court. 
One was between a merchant in Ann 
Arbor, and a Scio farmer. The others 
were all out of town parties. 

-At the opening of Court it was very 
difficult to proceed as the attorneys 
were mostly at the Circuit Court room, 
that being the first day of term. No at- 
tempt was made te empanel a jury un- 
til after dinner. There was a crowd of 
people present all morning, so that it 
was hard to get anything started. After 
dinner the Northfield man waived a 
jury and demanded back his fees, which 
were paid. The case had been settled. 
In the second case on the docket, the 
attorneys were interrupted in chosing 
a jury by Circuit Court matters, but 
finally at three o’clock the trial was 
started. ‘All testimony not being in at 
Six o’clock an evening session was called 
for to finish the case. ‘The jury return- 
ed a verdict of $7.85 for the plaintiff, and 
they were ordered to be on hand the 
next morning. The next morning stip- 
ulations were filed adjourning 'both the 
other cases. It seemed that in one of 
them a large number of witnesses were 
on hand and the expense was so great 
that the parties did not care to have 
them attend the next day unless they 
were to have a hearing. 

This case cost the city for justice, 
jurors $69.50. The city received back 
$6.00. 

At the November term of Court there 
were two new cases, and the two old 
cases. One of the old cases had been 
settled, and accordingly the jury was 


waived, and the fee demanded back, but. 


the Justice had paid the same in to the 
City treasury, and complications arose 
later in the Council as to when the 
Justice should pay in the Jury fee, and 
it was determined that the same should 
not be paid in until the case was finally 
disposed of. <A great crowd of wit- 
nesses and jurors were present, so that 
business proceeded with difficulty, and 
a proposition was made in the council 
during the month te compel the Justice

to secure more commodious quarters. 
But it could not be done. The other of 
the old cases was tried, the jury retir- 
ing at 5:00 o’clock, and not having 
agreed at 7:30 the justice ordered sup- 
per served in the jury room. Later the 
Council refused to pay this bill and the 
justice was compelled to pay the saine. 
The jury disagreed. While they were 
out a second case, one of the new ones 
was taken up, and each side exhausted 
the peremptory challenges, leaving but 
four of the regular panel. Three of tie 
four were excused for cause. And the 
other one with five talesmen were se- 
lected ‘to try the case, and required to 
report the next morning. On the fol- 
lowing day on account of the Sickness 
of one of the principal witnesses the 
case went over the term. It was claim- 
ed that the talesmen were mere hangers 
on and not fit persons to be on a jury 
and this was the real reason for the 
continuance. In the other case the jury 
was waived the $6.00 returned, and the 
parties went to trial before the justice. 

For this term of Court, the city paid, 
justice $1.50; regular panel, Mcnday 
$28.00; jury, Monday night, $12.00; tales- 
men Monday, $10.00; regular panel Tues- 
day, $28.00; talesmen ‘Tuesday, ` $10.00. 
Total $89.50. 

The city received nothing as no ease 
was finally disposed of. 


At the December term of court no 
business was done or seriously attempt- 
ed on the first day as the Circuit Court 
interfered. The justice finally dis- 
missed the Jury and let all cases go 
over the term 

The city received nothing and paid 
out $29.50. There were five cases on 
the docket. 

The council during this month rented 
a Suitable room at $100 per year for a 
court room, with some additional ex- 
pense at fixing it up. T'wo special po- 
lice are also provided for the court at 
$2.00 per day each, The court was afler 
that in much better shape to do busi- 
ness. 


At the January term there were Six 
cases on the docket. In the case where 
a disagreement had been had in Novem- 
ber, the jury was waived, and the return 
of the fees demanded. The Court re- 
fused ito return the fees until the Coun- 
cil so ordered. This matter has not 
yet been settled. In the other case of 
“sick” witness, a trial was had 
which lasted all day. The entire panel 
was exkausted and two talesmen or- 
dered to fill their places. The jury re- 
tired at 5:00 o’clock, and suppers were 
ordered ‘by the jury at 6:00, the justice 
consenting. At 7:30 a verdict was re- 
been claimed that the jury purposely 
turned for the plaintiff 6 cts. It has 
Stayed out to get the extra fees. The 
Supper question was settled by the 
Council reimbursing the jurors, and 
passing a resolution directing the jus- 
tice to order meals at the city’s ex- 
pense, in case of jurors being confined, 
at meal time. On Tuesday all the cases 
went over or were settled. One is 
worthy of mention. It appeared an em- 
ployer had refused to pay a- laborer 
whom he had discharged in November. 
The laborer lived in Canada, the amount 
in controversy was small. The return 
day was on December 6th, and the 
employer having demanded a jury the 
case was adjourned until Jan. 8th, and 
the laborer could not afford to wait so 
long to prosecute the case. The em- 
ployer demanded back his jury fee 
which was paid of course. 

The city received $6.00 for che case 
tried, and will probably kéep the $6.00 
paid in on the jury which Ccisagreed, by 


The city paid 
in all for justice, $1.50; jury Monday, 


$28.00; talesmen Monday, $4. 00; jury

SUICIDE 


Takes Her Own Life. 


At the Home of Her Cousin In | Chi- 
cago—A Gradual Loss of Hearing 
Was the Cause of Her Very Rash 
Deed. 


Miss Viola Bliss, of this city, died yes- 
terday at the home of her cousin, Mrs. 
arrett M. Vanzwell, 43 Seeley ave., 
hicago, from the effects of morphine 
taken on Wednesday afternoon. She 
left notes explaining that the dread 
of deafness caused her to end her life. 
The fact that she had contemplated 
suicide several week's ago is indicated 
by the date on one of the notes she left, 
of which the following is a part: 

Chicago, Jan. 5, 1899.—-Dear Bessie: 
No one knows what I have suffered in 
my mind since my ears have given out 
this last time. It seems as though I 
could see them: closing every day and I 
feel I can’t stand it any longer. My 
ears are my first thought in the morn- 
ing and my last thought at night. I 


to cast that dreadful feeling off, but 
cannot. When I go, as I did last even- 
ing, and see them all laughing and talk- 
ing and having a good time and I can’t 
hear anything, even after I have asked 
them over two or three times, my gloom 
seems greater than ever. So I hope you 
arid all will forgive me for the course i 
have decided to take.’’ 

In the note she enciosed $60 to pay 
the expenses of burial and asked her 
cousin to have no crape put on the door, 
as she considered it “dreadful form.’ 
She had dressed herself for burial, and 
said in the note: 

“Please don’t let them cut me up in 
any way. I have a perfect horror of 
that.: 

A second note explained that she had 
postponed her sulcide because she 
learned Mr. Vangwoll would. not be 
there on Jan. 5 to find her dead, and she 
wished to spare her cousin the shock. 
Miss Bliss was 42 years old. She was 
visiting’ in Chicagse. Her parents are 
dead. She formerly lived at 333 S. Di- 
vision st., in this city. She expressed 
a wish to be buried. in Chicago.

Ann ‘Arbor, received. fernaps i can 
best answer the same by simply stating 
the matters transacted in the ‘court so 
far from time to time. 

The act took effect on Aug. 3rd, 1899. 


‘During August there were juries des 


manded in two cases, one between two 
Northfield farmers, and one between 
two Pittsfield parties. Court opened on 
September 4th. There were' present 
the justice, two policeman, the fourteen 
jurors, the litigants and their attorneys, 
and a number of visitors,—a great crush 
of people to see the new Court. The 
Northfield case seemed to be in course 
of settlement, and the parties adjourned 
the case until the next term. In the 
other case the jury was waived, and the 
fees of $6.00 demanded back and re- 
turned by the Court, and the parties 
then announced that the matter had 
been settled out of Court. 

The City paid the jurors $28. 00, and 
the justice put in a bill for $1.50 for 
drawing the jury, which after some 
haggling the City Council paid as 
sagelinge the City Council, paid as the 
the same is paid for the same services in 
ease of Circuit Court Jurors. Of course 
the City received NOTHING. 


During September there were three 
juries demanded, so that there were 
four cases on the October term of Court. 
One was between a merchant in Ann 
Arbor, and a Scio farmer. The others 
were all out of town parties. 

-At the opening of Court it was very 
difficult to proceed as the attorneys 
were mostly at the Circuit Court room, 
that being the first day of term. No at- 
tempt was made to empanel a jury un- 
til after dinner. There was a crowd of 
people present all morning, so that it 
was hard to get anything started. After 
dinner the Northfield man waived a 
jury and demanded back his fees, which 
were paid. The case had been settled. 
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case went over the term. It was claim- 
ed that the talesmen were mere hangers 
on and not fit persons to be on a jury 
and this was the real reason for the 
continuance. In the other case the jury 
was waived the $6.00 returned, and the 
parties went to trial before the justice. 

For this term of Court, the city paid, 
justice $1.50; regular panel, Mcnday 
$28.00; jury, Monday night, $12.00; tales- 
men Monday, $10.00; regular panel Tues- 
day, $28.00; talesmen 'Tuesday, | $10.00. 
Total $89.50. 

The city received nothing as no ease 
was finally disposed of. 


At the December term of court no 
business was done or seriously attempt- 
ed on the first day as the Circuit Court 
interfered. The justice finally dis- 
missed the Jury and let all cases go 
over the ‘term 

The city received nothing and paid 
out $29.50. There were five cases on 
the docket. 

The council during this month rented 
a suitable room at $100 per year for a 
court room, with some additional ex- 
pense at fixing it up. T'wo special po- 
lice are also provided for the court at 
$2.00 per day each. The court was aficr 
that in much better shape to do busi- 
ness. 


At the January term there were six 
cases on the docket. In the case s~where 
a disagreement had been had in Novem- 
per, the jury was waiv ed, and the relurn 
of the fees demanded. The Court re- 
fused to return the fees until the Coun- 
cil so ordered. This matter has not 
yet been settled. In the other case of 
the ‘‘sick’’ witness, a trial was had 
which lasted all day. The entire panel 
was exkausied and two talesmen or- 
dered to fill their places. The jury re- 
tired at 5:00 o’clock, and suppers were 
ordered by the jury at 6:00, the justice 


In the second case on the docket, the} consenting. At 7:30 a verdict was re- 


attorneys were interrupted in chosing 
a jury by Circuit Court matters, but 
finally at three o’clock the trial was 
started. ‘All testimony not being in at 
six o’clock an evening session was called 
for to finish the case. ‘The jury return- 
ed a verdict of $7.85 for the plaintiff, and 
they were ordered to be on hand the 
next morning. The next morning stip- 
ulations were filed adjourning 'both the 
other cases. It seemed that in one of 
them a large number of witnesses were 
on hand and the expense was so great 
that the parties did not care to have 
them attend the next day unless they 
were to have a hearing. 

This case cost the city for justice, 
jurors $69.50. The city received back 
$6.00. 

At the November term of Court there 
were two new cases, and the two old 
cases. One of the old cases had been 
settled, and accordingly the jury was 


waived, and the fee demanded back, but. 


the Justice had paid the same in to the 
City treasury, and complications arose 
later in the Council as to when the 
Justice should pay in the Jury fee, and 
it was determined that the same should 
not be paid in until the case was finally 
disposed of. A great crowd of wit- 
nesses and jurors were present, so that 
business proceeded with difficulty, and 
a proposition was made in the council 
during the month te compel the Justice 


been claimed that the jury purposely 
turned for the glaintiff 6 cts. -It has 
stayed out to get the extra fees. The 
supper question was settled by tne 
Council reimbursing the jurors, and 
passing a resolution directing the jus- 
tice to order meals at the city’s ex- 
pense, in case of jurors being confined, 
at meal time. On Tuesday all the cases 
went over or were settled. One is 
worthy of mention. It appeared an em- 
ployer had refused to pay a- laborer 
whom he had discharged in November. 
The laborer lived in Canada, the amount 
in controversy was small. The return 
day was on December 6th, and the 
employer: having demanded a jury the 
case was adjourned until Jan. 8th, and 
the laborer could not afford to wait so 


long to prosecute the case. The em- 
ployer demanded back his jury fee 
which was paid of course.

Fhe injur ious effects of, narcotics was 
discussed at the regular meeting of the 
WwW C T Ur held on Thursday. 
tracts were read from essays written by 
scme of the pupils in the eighth ‘grade 
of our public schools, upon the effects 
of alcohol and other narcotics upon the 
organs of the body. These essays 
showed much intelligent thought upon 
the subject. The scientific effects of 
cigarette smoking was shown by tthe 
practical exhibition made by Professor 
Bumpus, professor of comparative an- 
atomy in Brown University, R. I. Be- 
fore a large class of witnesses Prof. 
Bumpus showed that the effect of two 
cigarettes, upon a student who submit- 
ted himself to the experiment, was an 
average increased pulse of 17 beats per 
minute. 
bear testimony as follows: “I can go 
through my school and put my hand. on 
every boy that uses tobacco, for he 
shows it in his face, and if I am in doubt 
I can prove my surmise by looking at 
his recitation: cards.” The testimony 
produced might be summed up in the 
following: “The effect of cigarettes on 
mind, morals and health is. blasting to 
the utmost degree.” How ‘truthfully 
may a young man who arrives at inai- 
hood’s morning free from: vice say: “My 
Strength fs as the strength of ten, be- 
cause my heart is pure.” The necessity 
for watchfulness on the part of the 


parents of Ann Arbor was urged, since 


it was stated that certain dealers in the 
city are violating the law in reference 
to ‘the sale of tobacco to boys.

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BULGARIA SAFE IN PORT. 


Long-Missing Steamer Arrives al 
Ponta Delgada After Stormy 
Voyage—All Safe. 


Ponta Delgada, Azores, Feb. 25.— 
The Hamburg-American liner Bulgaria, 
Capt. Schmidt, from New York on Jan- 
uary 28, for Hamburg, which the Brit- 
ish tank steamer Weehawken reported 
in distress 800 miles from the Azores is- 
iands, has entered tkis port. All on 
board the Bulgaria are in good health.| 

The British tank steamer Weehawk- | 
en arrived at Ponta Delgada.on Feb: 
ruary 12, with 25 passengers which she 

had taken off the Bulgaria. The Bul- 

garia was spoken by the Weehawken 
on February 5. She was pronounced 
to be in a sinking condition. She had 
a crew of 98 meni and carried 41 pas- 
sengers. 

The Weehawken lost sight of the Bul- 
garia during the night of February 5, 
and was obliged to proceed, her small 
boats having been swept away and her 
bunkers being full of water. 
cued passengers of the Bulgaria report- 
ed that the cargo of the Bulgaria shift- 
ed, throwing the steamer on her beam 
ends, and that, although a quantity of 
her cargo was jettisoned, the crew were 
unable to right her. During the gale 
150 horses were lost from the Bulgaria 
and a boat with five men in her went 
adrift. | 

The Bulgaria, it appears, stopped 11 
days, during which she was engaged in 
repairing het machinery and rudder, 
She lost one man during the operation.

BULGARIA 


Long-Missing Steamer Arrives at 
Ponta Delgada After Stormy 
Voyage—All Safe. 


Ponta Delgada, Azores, Feb. 25.— 
The Hamburg-American liner Bulgaria, 
Capt. Schmidt, from New York on Jan- 
uary 28, for Hamburg, which the Brit- 
ish tank steamer Weehawken reported 
in distress 800 miles from the Azores is- 
jands, has entered tkis port. All on 
board the Bulgaria are im good health. 

The British tank steamer Weehawk- 
en arrived at Ponta Delgada.on Feb: 
ruary 12, with 25 passengers which she 


_had taken off the Bulgaria. The Bul- 


garia was spoken by the Weehawken 
on February 5. She was pronounced 
-to be in a sinking condition. She had 
a crew of 98 men andi carried 41 pas- 
sengers. — 

_ The Weehawken lost sight of the Bul- 
garia during the night of February 5. 
and was obliged to proceed, her small 
boats having been swept away and her 


bunkers being full of water. The res- | 


cued passengers of the Bulgaria report- 
ed that the cargo of the Bulgaria shift- 
ed, throwing the steamer on her beam 
ends, and that, although a quantity of 
her cargo was jettisoned, the crew were 
unable to right her. During the gale 
150 horses were lost from the Bulgaria 
and a boat with five men in her went 
adrift. | 

The Bulgaria, it appears, stopped 11 
days, during which she was engaged in 
repairing her machinery and rudder, 
She lost one man during the operation. 

The British steamer Antillian, Capt. 
Fost, from Liverpool on February 4 for 
New Orleans, attempted to take the 
Bulgaria in tow, but gave up the task. 

The Bulgaria eventually proceeded 
alone. 

During the stormsand in working the

The committee to whom the city coun- 
cil referred back the franchise of the 
proposed electric road to Saline held a 
special meeting and made the following 
additions and alterations in the docu- 
ments, and they will be laid before the 
special meeting of the council which has 
‘been called for this evening: | 

First. They added the clause, ‘‘When- | 
ever the city council shall order a street 
paved it shall be the duty of the com- 
pany to pave, in like manner and at the 
same time as such street is paved, be- 
tween its rails and tracks and 18 inches 
outside its tracks, and to maintain and 
keep such paving in repair.” 

Second. They added, “The company | 
guarantee to indemnify and save harm- 
less the city from all loss or expense 10 
which it may be subjected for any dam- 
age or destruction or injury to persons 
or property by reason of the construc- 
tion or operation of the road, or by rea- 
son of any negligence or carelessness 
on the part of the company; and the 
company shall be liable ‘to the city for 
all costs and damages suffered by or | 
recovered against it by reason of the 
violation of any of the provisions of the 
franchise.” 

Third. They added, “The common 
council réserves all rights to make fur- 

f 
| 


‘ther rules, orders and requirements as 


may from time to time Þe deemed ne- 
cessary to protect the interests, safety, 
welfare and accommodation of the pub- 
lic in relation to the railway, not in- 
consistent with the provisions of the 
ordinance; ‘but they shall not reduce 
the rate of fare provided for.” 

Fourth. Section 9 of the franchise 
was stricken out. It reads to this cf- | 
fect: “At the time of the termination of } 


the period of thirty years (for which 


time the franchise is asked) and there- 


after at the end of each period of thirty 
years, there shall ‘be a readjustment of 
the terms and conditions upon which 
the road is maintained.’ The argument 
made by 'the aldermen who objected to 
this clause was that it was tantamount 
to granting to the road a continious 
franchise. 

tt is not considered probable that the 
company will agree to ali the altera- 
tions and additions of the council com- 
mittee; and a serious disagreement is 
expected by many. A special meeting 
of the council has been called for this 
evening’ to take the matter in hand.

Dun & Co. Report Business Situa- 
tion Without Precedent. 


FAILURES SMALLER THAN FOR YEARS 


Some Industries Show an Astonish- 
ing Gain—Exports Heavier Than 
in 1898—All Signs Are 
Favorable. 


New York, Feb. 25.—R. G. Dun & Co.’a 
weekly review of trade says: ‘The situa- 
tion is without precedent. Business has 
never been better on the whole, and in 
some great industries the gain is astonish- 
ing. Exports surpass last year’s as much 
as imports, though the excess over imports 
then was heavy. Failures are smaller than 
last year and smaller than in either of six 
years past. Stocks are stronger, the aver- 
age for the active railway securities being 
a little higher, and for trusts much more 
owing to the extraordinary advance of 
$48.75 in tobacco. Payments through ex- 
changes show a greater volume of business 
than ever before at this season, and nearly 
one-half larger than in the best of pre- 
vious years. The outgo of breadstuffs and 
cotton continues heavy. 

All Signs Favorable. 

“But there are some who fear that such 
prosperity cannot last. Popular impres- 
sions have to be reckoned with because 
they control events. Yet at every point 
of danger except one the signs arein every 
respect favorable. The upward rush of 16.5 
per cent. in the prices of pig iron since Jan- 
uary 1 and 17.6 per cent. in the prices of 
iron and steel products, does ind@d raise 
a question whether exports of such prod- 
ucts may not be temporarily checked, but 
if they could be entirely stopped, as they 
are not, the balance due this country would 
still be large. The crush of demand for 
finished products, at a time when nearly 
all the works are crowded by orders cov- 
ering production until July 1, or later, 
causes many to refuse to contract beyond 
that date except at higher prices, and a 
rise under such circumstances may prove 
the one thing needful to sober buyers and 
to bring into the list of producers other es- 
tablishments heretofore idle. While a fair- 


| ly large capacity of production is still in 


reserve, the demand now pressing for cars, 
vessels, bridges, buildings and pipesis part- 
ly to anticipate an expected rise in prices. 
The best sign is that the great producers 
appear to be anxious to maintain their hold 
on foreign markets, although just now un- 
able to take orders for future delivery. 

“Tt is a sign of similar import that the 
boot and shoe manufacturers, just at this 
time seek better markets by a somewhat 
general reduction of 21⁄4 cents in prices, al- 
though leather averages slightly higher. 
The shipments from the east have been 


| smaller than in four of the past six years 


in quantity, and only 16,756 cases larger 
than in 1892, and having gained nothing 
during all these years in proportion to pop- 
ulation, the eastern manufacturer natu- 
rally seeks more business. 

“Nobody can judge what the clothiers 
may buy as yet, and the woolen manufac- 
turers havea very uncertain market ahead, 
but judge that there will be a heavy de- 
mand for goods before long, and many of 
the smaller mills are looking for chances 
in the wool markets. 

“Wheat has gained only 1% cents in price, 
although Atlantic exports, flour included, 
have been 2,567,364 bushels, against 2;080,417 
last year, and including other exports 3,279,- 
736 bushels, against 3,656,793 last year. The 
exports have been so heavy that many 
doubt their continuance, and yet grain 
comes from the farms and then goes 
abroad, as if such doubt had no basis. The 
western receipts during the past three 
weeks have been 9,376,473 bushels, against 
7,335,426 last year. Corn has gained but one- 
half cent, with smaller demand for export, 
although its outward movement will be 
quite beyond precedent but for last year. 
In three weeks the exports have been 6,915, - 
567 bushels, against 10,931,774. 

“Failures for the week have been 
191 in the United States, against 233 last 
year, and 40 in Canada, against 30 last 
year.” 

As Bradstreet Sees It. 

Bradstreet’s says: “Iron and steel and 
cotton goods have shared in public inter- 
est this week because of urgency in de- 
mand and consequent buoyancy in prices. 
In the former industry the striking feature 
has been the continued call for supplies 
alike of raw and of manufactured materi- 
al, not only on domestic, but even on for- 
eign account, and it is as yet too early to 
ascertain the effect of the numerous and 
heavy advances announced during the 
week upon the export demand. Iron and 
steel prices, as a whole, are from 15 to 20 
per cent. higher than they were at this 
time a year ago, and considering cost of 
production and output it is asserted that 
profits are but little below those of 1890. 
In cotton goods, as in iron and steel anda 
number of other products, active demand 
seems to have been at the bottom of the 
unquestionable improvement which has 
occurred in the last three months. The last 
week has witnessed specially marked 
strength, print cloths, ginghams and gray 
cottons all sharing in the price advances. 
Cereal products remain steady, and but 
little changed in price, partly because of 
the near approach of the crop scare season, 
and also because of liberal export calls. 
Lumber is reported quiet at some markets 
as aresult of the late stormy weather, but 
all markets report prices unchanged, ex- 
cept where quotations have been still fur- 
ther advanced.’’ ;

Cyril Tyler Reported to Be Once More 
a Singer. 


The following extract from an article

ALTERATIONS. 


Approve of the Saline | 
Road Franchise. 


The committee to whom the city coun- 
cil referred back the franchise of the 
proposed electric road to Saline held a 
special meeting and made the following 
additions and alterations in the docu- 
ments, and they will be laid before the 
gpecial meeting of the council which has 
‘been called for this evening: 

First. They added the clause, “Wheh- 
ever the city council shall order a sireet 
paved it shall be the duty of the com- 
pany to pave, in like manner and at the 
same time as such street is paved, þe- 
tween its rails and tracks and 18 inches 
outside its tracks, and to maintain and 
keep such paving in repair.” 

Second. They added, “‘The company 
guarantee to indemnify and save harm- 
less the city from all loss or expense to 
which it may be subjected for any dam- 
age or destruction or injury to persons 
or property by reason of the construc- 
tion or operation of the road, or by rea- 
son of any negligence or carelessness 
on the part of the company; and the 
company shall ‘be liable to the city for 
all costs and damages suffered by or 
recovered against it by reason of the 
violation of any of the provisions of the 
franchise.” 

Third. They added, “The commen 
council reserves all rights to make fur- 


may from time to time ‘be deemed ne- 
cessary to protect the interests, safety, 
welfare and accommodation of the pub- 
lic in relation to the railway, not in- 
consistent with the provisions of the 
ordinance; ‘but they shall not reduce 
the rate of fare provided for.” 

Fourth. Section 9 of the franchise 
was stricken out. It reads to this cf- 
fect: “At the time of the termination of 
the period of thirty years (for which 
time the franchise is asked) and there- 
after at the end of each period of thirty 
years, there shall ‘be a readjustment of 
the terms and conditions upon which 
the road is maintained.’’ The argument 
made by the aldermen who objected to 
this clause was that it was tantamount 
to granting to the road a continious 
franchise. 

It is not considered probable that the 
company will agree to ali the altera- 
tions and additions of the council com- 
mittee; and a serious disagreement is 
expected by many. A special meeting 
of the council has been called for this 
evening’ to take the matter in hand.

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OL Ganger except one tne sifnNs are levery 
respect favorable. The upward rush of 16.5 
per cent. in the prices of pig iron since Jan- 
uary 1 and 17.6 per cent. in the prices of 
iron and steel products, does indeed raise 
a question whether exports of such prod- 
ucts may not be temporarily checked, but 
if they could be entirely stopped, as they 
are not, the balance due this country would 
still be large. The crush of demand for 
finished products, at a time when nearly 
all the works are crowded by orders cov- 
ering production until July 1, or later, 
causes many to refuse to contract beyond 
that date except at higher prices, and a 
rise under such circumstances may prove 
the one thing needful to sober buyers and 
to bring into the list of producers other es- 
tablishments heretofore idle. While a fair- 
ly large capacity of production is still in 
reserve, the demand now pressing for cars, 
vessels, bridges, buildings and pipes is part- 
ly to anticipate an expected rise in prices. 
The best sign is that the great producers 
appear to be anxious to maintain their hold 
on foreign markets, although just now un- 
able to take orders for future delivery. 

“Tt is a sign of similar import that the 
boot and shoe manufacturers, just at this 
time seek better markets by a somewhat 
general reduction of 214 cents in prices, al- 
though leather averages slightly higher. 
The shipments from the east have been 
smaller than in four of the past six years 
in quantity, and only 16,756 cases larger 
than in 1892, and having gained nothing 
during ali these years in proportion to pop- 
ulation, the eastern manufacturer natu- 
rally seeks more business. 

“Nobody can judge what the clothiers 
may buy as yet, and the woolen manufac- 
turers havea very uncertain market ahead, 
but judge that there will be a heavy de- 
mand for goods before long, and many of 
the smaller mills are looking for chances 
in the wool markets. 

‘Wheat has gained only 1% cents in price, 
although Atlantic exports, flour included, 
have been 2,567,364 bushels, against 2,080,417 
last year, and including other exports 3,279,- 
736 bushels, against 3,656,793 last year. The 
exports have been so heavy that many 
doubt their continuance, and yet grain 
comes from the farms and then goes 
abroad, as if such doubt had no basis. The 
western receipts during the past three 
weeks have been 9,376,473 bushels, against 
7,335,426 last year. Corn has gained but one- 
half cent, with smaller demand for export, 
although its outward movement will be 
quite beyond precedent but for last year. 
In three weeks the exports have been 6,915,- 
567 bushels, against 10,931,774. 

“Failures for the week have been 
191 in the United States, against 233 last 
year, and 40 in Canada, against 30 last 


year.” 
As Bradstreet Sees It. 


Bradstreet’s says: ‘“‘Iron and steel and 
cotton goods have shared in public inter- 
est this week because of urgency in de- 
mand and consequent buoyancy in prices. 
In the former industry the striking feature 
has been the continued call for supplies 
alike of raw and of manufactured materi- 
al, not only on domestic, but even on for- 
eign account, and it is as yet too early to 
ascertain the effect of the numerous and 
heavy advances announced during the 
week upon the export demand. Iron and 
steel prices, as a whole, are from 15 to 20 
per cent. higher than they were at this 
time a year ago, and considering cost of 
production and output it is asserted that 
profits are but little below those of 1890. 
In cotton goods, as in iron and steel and a 
number of other products, active demand 
seems to have been at the bottom of the 
unquestionable improvement which has 
occurred in the last three months. The last 
week has witnessed specially marked 
strength, print cloths, ginghams and gray 
cottons all sharing in the price advances. 
Cereal products remain steady, and but 
little changed in price, partly because of 
the near approach of the crop scare season, 
and also because of liberal export calls. 
Lumber is reported quiet at some markets 
as a result of the late stormy weather, but 
all markets report prices unchanged, ex- 
cept where quotations have been still fur- 
ther advanced.’’
